TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it please your Majesty, 

We, the undersigned Visitors of the College of Maynooth, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Act passed in the session held in the eighth and ninth 
years of Your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An Act to amend two Acts passed in 
Ireland for the better Education of Persons professing the Roman Catholic 
Religion,” See . ; and also “ An Act passed in the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom for amending the said two Bills,” held, on the 17th day of April, 
1849, a Visitation of said College. 

We having assembled in the Professor’s House at 12 o’clock, and having 
arranged the order of the Visitation, proceeded to the Great Hall of the 
College, where the Superiors, Professors, and students were in attendance. 

The names of the Superiors, Professors, and students were called over by 
the senior Dean ; 17 Superiors and Professors answered to their names. Two, 
the Reverend Doctor Whitehead, Vice-President, and the Reverend George 
Crolly, Professor of Theology, were absent. 507 students were present, 
8 absent. 



His Grace the Duke of Leinster, on the part of the Visitors, inquired respect- 
ing the absence of the Reverend Doctor Whitehead and Reverend George 
Crolly. 

The President stated, that the Reverend Doctor Whitehead left the College 
at the commencement of the last summer vacation, labouring under indispo- 
sition, and had not since returned ; that his duties had been performed by the 
President and the Deans. He then stated, that the Reverend. George Crolly’s 
absence on leave was occasioned by the recent death of his uncle the Most 
Reverend Doctor Crolly. 

His Grace, on the part of the Visitors, asked the President if he had any 
complaint or any statement to make that called for the interference of the 
Visitors. 



The President replied, that he had not the slightest cause of complaint, but 
on the contrary, had every reason to be perfectly satisfied with the docility and 
good conduct of the students. 

His Grace put the same questions to the Superiors, Professors, and students, 
to which there was no reply. 



His Grace then announced to the Community, that, if any cause of complaint 
should arise in the College before the next Visitation, whether it affected the 
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Superiors, Professors, or students, the Visitors would receive and attend to any 
such complaint authenticated by the signature of the complainant, and forwarded 
to any of the Visitors. 

His Grace inquired if the oath of allegiance was taken. The President 
replied, that all who entered the College before January last had taken the 
oath ; that those who had entered since had not taken it, but shall take it at 
the next opportunity. 

I-Iis Grace desired to be informed of the number and names of the Superiors 
and Professors in the College, of the respective duties and salaries, and if there 
was any change in the course of studies, or any increase in the number of 
Students since the last visitation. 

The President handed in the following list of Superiors and Professors, with 
their respective salaries : —

He then stated that the respective duties of the Superiors and Professors 
were the same as detailed in the Report of the June Visitation, 1847 ; that 
there was no increase in the number of the Students, and no alteration in the 
entrance or the College course of studies. 

His Grace then made inquiry relative to the accommodation in the College ; 
if there was any improvement since the last Visitation; and whether the 
Dietary underwent any change. 

The President answered, that an additional Hall has been boarded, but no 
increased accommodation in the Students’ rooms ; and that the Dietary con- 
tinued the same as detailed in the Report of the Visitation in June, 1847. 

We, after having made these inquiries, proceeded to inspect the Halls, the 
Refectory, and the new buildings ; after which we reassembled in the parlour 
of the Professor’s house, and concluded the Visitation by taking the opinion of 
the Visitors present on the general state of the establishment, and by authen- 
ticating the Minutes for the usual Report to Your Majesty and Parliament, 
with the signature of the Chairman, his Grace the Duke of Leinster.
